Including two dangerous criminals 
who recently escaped from prison 
at Jefferson City, Mo., broke from 
Douglas county jail here Sunday 
after overpowering two turnkeys. 
They were still at large Monday 
morning. 


The four are Marvin Brown, a 


lifer -who escaped from Jefferson 
City with Earl Irwin, who again 
accompanied him on the success- 
ful foray here, and Fred Roberts, 
recently brought here from the 
Nebraska prison to stand trial on 
a drug store stickup charge, and 
Paul Romano, awaiting trial on a 
federal narcotic charge. 


OMAHA. 
UP). Four prisoners 
shattered Christmas night quiet at 
the Douglas county jail Sunday 
night by dashing to freedom from 
their sixth floor cells after locking 
one deputy sheriff in a cell and 
slugging another. 


The prisoners 
were 
Marion 


Brown, Fred J. Roberts, Phil Er- 
win and Paul Romano. 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Rosenbloom 


said the quartet thrust him into a 
cell where he spent three-quarters 
of an hour before 
aid reached 


him.Then, Deputy Frank 
Johnson 


said, the prisoners called to him in 
the office where he was working, 
and slugged him with what he be- 
lieved was a hard object in an im- 
provised handkerchief 
blackjack. 


They tied Johnson, he said, and 


took the elevator down from the 
cell block. Leaving the elevator on 
the third floor, they walked down 
the rest of the way to the main 
tloor, 
where 
Night 
Watchman 
Fred Johnson said the-fleeing juen 
slugged him when he tried to stop 
them. 


Officers said the four tried to 
break into the jail's arsenal, but 
were unsuccessful. 


Sherif.f John Hopkins said Mon- 


day Rosenbloom violated standing- 
rules of the jail by carrying his 
keys into the cell block. He said 
he had not determined 
whether 


any 
disciplinary 
action will be 


taken. 
"I want to look into the matter 


further first," Hopkins said. 
Hopkins' 
term 
expires 
next 


week. He will be succeeded by 
William Dorrance, 
present 
city 


commissioner. 
Dorrance already 


has announced appointment of a 
new staff of deputy sheriffs and 
jail employes. 


Officers aaid Brown, 
32, 
and 


Erwin, 30, had pleaded guilty to 
robbery of a drug store here after 
breaking away from the Jefferson 
City, Mo., penitentiary previously. 
They aaid Brown was serving a 
life term in the Missouri prison 
and Erwin had but two months 
of his term remaining when he 
escaped from there. 


Roberts, 34, was also held here 
on robbery 
charges, 
authorities 


aaid. They said Romano faced a 
federal narcotics charge. 


Second Jail Break. 


Only one other prisoner ever 


escaped from the Douglas county 
jail atop the courthouse. Officials 
had described it as "escape proof."' 


The 
only prisoner who ever 


sawed his way out was 
Glenn 


Goodman, a convicted murderer 
who finished his sentence in the 
Nebraska penitentiary just before 
Christmas. 


Officials said the quartet who 


escaped Sunday night were dressed 
In conventional jail overalls nna 
blue coats, but had overcoats to 
give them a semblance of a dis- 
guise. They 
were believed 
un- 


armed.

released Rosenbloom shortly be- 
fore 8 p. m.

satisfy normal domestic demands. 
The forecast is based on the as- 
sumption that spring wheat aecd- 
ings will show the same degree of 
acreage reduction an recorded in 
winter wheat plantings. 


Heavy crops for the last 
two 


years, resulting 
from 
expanded 


acreage and favorable 
weather, 


have granaries thruout the coun- 
try bulging with the surplus. A 
crop of over 875,000,000 bushels in 
1937 left approximately 154,000.000 
after domestic consumption 
and 


exports had been taken care of. A 
1938 crop of more than 930,000,000 
bushels raised the carryover 
to 


around 285,000,000. 


The department's crop reporting 


board said farmers complied with 
the acreage reduction program in 
winter wheat by cutting needing 
from 56,000,000 acres to 46,000.- 
000. 
Lack of rain has reduced 


growing conditions to 72 percent 
of normal. If those circumstances 
apply to wheat planted Jn the 
spring, experts said a total crop 
of 680,000,000 bushels la likely. 
Normal consumption In this coun- 
try is 683,000,000. 


If these prospects materialize, 


it will he the first time a surplus 
hns been made available purposely 
to strengthen the position of farm- 
ers in a year of shortage. 
The 


285,000,000 bushels placed In stor- 
age under the 
administration's 


crop loan and crop insurance pro- 
grams will be available to main- 
tnfn the United States' export mar- 
ket at around 100,000,000 bushels, 
to provirlc seed for the next year's 
crop, 
to 
bulwark 
the domestic 


market against Imports of foreign 
grain nnd provide n further emerg- 
ency reserve supply.

both cut about the face. McKenzic 
and Miss Moore, both government 
employes, live in Washington, D. C. 
The governor's son, George H. 
Carle, said the plane was one of 
three conveying 
the 
governor's 
party from the executive mansion 
at Harrlsburg- to the home of the 
governor's mother in Philadelphia 
for a Christmas night party. The 
other 
planes, 
carrying 
young 
McKenxle's 
sister, 
Miss 
Mary 
Earle, Capt. William Moore, and 
Willis McKenzle, landed a few 
minutes before the accident. 
Young Earle said the governor 
misjudged his distance in landing, 
the front 
wheel 
of th« 
plane 
buckled, 
causing the plan* to 
overturn. It then skidded a few 
feet. "I was the only one to see 
my father's plane overturn," said 
Young Earle. "it was down in a 
sort of hollow at the end of the 
field.

EXPERTS DISAGREE. 


A meeting of accountants was 


held in Chicago not long ago to 
thresh out the problem of plant 
accounting and depreciation for 
public utilities, and as in conven- 
tions of medical men there was a 
sharp division of opinion. Their 
conclusions are not binding upon 
any of the 'regulatory bodies, be- 
cause they, too, have different 
opinions. -Depreciation is a com- 
bination of wear and tear to the 
point where there must be replace- 
ment of parts of a plant devoted to 
public service with obsolescence, 
that is, retiring property before it 
Is worn out in order that the serv- 
ice may be bettered by the use of 
new inventions. 


It Is admitted on all sides that 
when a group of men Invest, say 
a million dollars, In a public 
utility, the returns of which are 
limited to what are reasonable, 
rates should be high enough to 
take care of worn out and obso- 
lescent property. This is neces- 
sary In order to keep the in- 
vested capital intact. In this 
way reserves are built up from 
the beginning to take care of 
replacements that later become 
necessary. 
Where the experts differ is on 


the method of computing the de- 
preciation rate. Even the utilities 
pursue different methods. Tele- 
phone companies use the straight 
line method, which takes into ac- 
count the average lift of .each part 
of the plant and averages these up 
to produce a composite rate ap- 
plied to the entire property used 
for public service. The private 
power companies use the retire*- 
ment reserve method, which In- 
cludes nn estimated amount set 
up for future use enough to keep 
the plant in condition. Railroads 
take care of depreciation out 
maintenance, 
which 
in 
expert 


phraseology, moans repairs to the 
point where they cannot be made 
any more.

During sustained exertion 
the heart first dilates or becomes 
over-filled and the breathless ness 
or air-hunger manifests itself first 
as anxiety and then as distress; at 
this stage (perhaps the third quar- 
ter in a mile run) 
the reserve 


power of the heart begins to be ef- 
fective, and the increased volume 
of blood pumped to the straining 
muscles brings the oxygen they 
demand. The dilation is overcome 
and the athlete experiences sudden 
relief from the agony of breath- 
lessness. The diaphragm and belly 
muscles function more freely and 
the breathing is amplified. 


The Individual with a heart valve 


deficiency, 
or 
a heart 
muscle 


lesion (myocarditis, 
fatty degen- 


eration, etc.), or a narrowing of 
the coronary artery which supplies 
the 
heart muscle with blood, is 


handicapped with respect to ordi- 
nary mild activity as is the un- 


trained or insufficiently 
trained 
athlete in a gruelling tcnteflt of 
endurance and effort. 


Dr. Oaler, referring to dilatation 


of the heart, said that impaired 
nutrition of the heart-walla may 
lead to a diminution of the resist- 
ing power so that dilatation read- 
ily occurs. The great 
medical 
teacher mentioned several causen 
of impaired nutrition of the heart 
muscle, 
notably the toxins 
of 


fevers, 
anemia, 
arteriosclerosis. 


Once more I, OI* Doc Brady, sug- 
gest that in most casea of weak 
heart benefit is derived from sup- 
plementing 
the diet with a gen- 
erous daily ration of vitamin B 
complex, and I believe this never 
does harm in any circumstance. 


It is a popular notion that one 
with any kind of heart trouble 
must avoid all exercise. This is 
wrong in most cases. 
Graduated 


exercises, under the supervision of 
the physician, is the best way to 
develop reserve power when 
the 
heart is crippled by disease. The 
physician 
must 
prescribe 
such 
therapeutic exercise to suit the in- 
dividual requirements, just as the 
physician prescribes any medicine 
or diet or rest he considers best 
for the patient's present condition.

;hen you can look for the Rose 
bowl odds to soar. 


Southern California already is a 
1 to 2 favorite over the Blue De- 
vils from Durham, and a rousing 
victory by California up north is 
likely to see the price upped to 
1 to 3. I am revealing no secret 
when I tell you that this is just 
what the North Carolinians who 
came with the Duke team are hop- 
ing will happen. Perfectly willing 
to back the Dukes, even on an 
even money basis; they will go 
bankroll mad if offered a chance 
to get 3 to 1 or something in the 
neighborhood of 14 points. 


Prove Their Faith. 


The North Carolinians showed 
their faith in the undefeated, un- 
tied and unscored on Dukes when 
they stepped off the special train 
in Pasadena. 


The first thing they asked after 
putting foot on California soil was 
what the odds were, and when 
they were told the Southern Cali- 
fornia backers were giving 2 to 1 
or ten points, they said the Notth 
Carolina equivalent of "Dad gum, 
sir, where are they and how much 
money have they got?" 
When told the Southern Cali- 


fornians who liked the Trojans 
were everywhere, and that they 
had plenty and plenty of ready 
scratch, 
only the 
presence of 


cooler heads prevented the Caro- 
linians from breaking into scout- 
ing parties on the spot and going 
out in search of the Trojan money.

liable tests can determine there is 
no special difference, cither physi- 
cal or mental.

men and women up to 95 years of 
ape and at all ages their perform- 
ances were just about equal. Some 
little evidence developed that exer- 
cise delays age, as Dr. Miles found 
that the fore-finger Hcemecl to pre- 
serve more of its vigor into old nge 
than did thn other fingers that aro 
exorcised less.

A 
Stanford 
psychologist, 


Campbell, put carbnn papers under 
the examination papers of large 
nuiubers of students so he could 
catch them if they matte erasures 
and corrections after they had seen 
the true answers mid before they 
handed in tholr papers. He found 
not only that far more of the slow 
students cheated, but that they 
were, more willing to lie about it 
when caught. Several other similar 
experiments have given the some 
results.
